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Conditions Report
There have been no recent reports of red tide. No impacts are expected along Texas coast.
Analysis

Imagery indicates an area of recently elevated chlorophyll from Matagorda Bay to south
of Baffin Bay. This is likely part of the same feature reported at the last bulletin. The fea-
ture is likely related to recent strong winds, which may have resulted in resuspended
chlorophyll and/or a non-harmful algal bloom. No recent reports of discolored water nor
fish kills have been received.
